Elma. 
Sign “Peace” Treaty

Others Of 130 At Work

FIVE RESCUERS 
OVERCOME BY GAS 


No Evidence Of Flames 
Found By" Investi­ 
gators 


(By Associated Press) 
CADIZ, Nov. 30.—Toiling rescue 
crews braved treacherous rock falls 
and deadly 
gas 
today in a grim 
race to reach at least 
28 
miners 
entombed by a blast two miles from 
the entrance to 
one 
of 
Ohio’s 
largest coal pits. 
M Speicher, mine personnel di­ 
rector, listed 28 missing, including 
his brother, Pete, and said “four 
more names may be added” to the 
total. 
“It’S anybody’s guess when we 
can get to them ,” said F. R, Sin­ 
clair, superintendent of the Ohio 
and Pennsylvania company’s Nelms 
mine northeast of here in a remote 
and hilly bituminous field. 
Hold U tile Hope 
As the hours passed, officials in­ 
dicated they held 
little 
hope of 
finding the men alive in the bitter 
cold 466 feet underground. “It looks 
very dark." admitted Nelson Bovey, 
assistant state Industrial relations 
director. 
Others of the 130 a t work at the 
time of the 
explosion 
In section 
“north 12” escaped, officials said. 
The shaft mine employs about 500. 
Repeated slate falls and excessive 
gas slowed rescue operations. Five 
workers, 
wearing 
oxygen 
masks, 
were carried from the mine uncon­ 
scious shortly after midnight, but 
were revived and able to walk to 
their homes. 
Mine 
inspectors 
then 
ordered 
erection of 
additional 
brattices— 
temporary partitions—as protection 
against the fumes Original canvas 
brattices were replaced with wood­ 
en planks 
because 
of abnormal 
pressure. 
* 
About 5 a m. rescue crews reach­ 
ed 
a 
telephone 
shanty 
location 
where they expected to find four 
men, but failed to locate anyone. 
Workers said the bodies might be 
covered by rock falls. 
As rescue operations became in­ 
creasingly slow, a mechanical load­ 
ing device was started to clear out 
the debris. 
Slate Falls Slow Workers 
Following a talk 
with 
Marcus 
Kerr, director of the state bureau 
of mines who is supervising rescue 
operations, Bovey 
said 
the slate 
falls also were presenting a grave 
menace to workers. The leader of 
one rescue crew reported 15 men 
barely escaped being crushed under 
one fall. 
Adolph Pactfleo. district United 
Mine Workers’ vice president, said 
the trapped men’s 
'one 
chance” 
was in reaching a finished mine 
room. 
The 
superintendent 
emphasized 
there was no evidence of fire fol­ 
lowing the terrific detonation, tenta­ 
tively attributed by miners to ignit­ 
ed gas. He asserted the workings 
had been thoroughly rock dusted 
to prevent explosions and that only 
“permissible" explosives and m a­ 
chinery were used. 
B H Snider, assistant manager 
of the firm ’s Cleveland headquart­ 
ers. said the Cadiz aren was "dot­ 
ted with oil and gas” but asserted 
he was unable to advance a cause 
for the blast, 
Tile mine disaster
